According to Morrow, plans are 
to set up city offices (city hall) in 
the recreation facilities (old Army 
Reserve Center) located on Claxton 
Avenue. 

All activities, including disaster 
relief efforts, of the city will be 
coordinated through the offices on 
Claxton Avenue. Directions to state 
and federal officials (ADECA, 
FEMA and EMA) will also be pro- 
vided at these offices. 

Morrow pointed out several 
essential bits of information that the 
citizens of Elba should know. They 
are as follows: 

* Before any electrical service can 
be restored to a residence or busi- 
ness that was flooded, it will be nec- 
essary to provide the electrical 
department with certification that 
the wiring has been inspected and 
deemed safe by a qualified electri- 
cian. 

¢ The water in Elba should be 
safe; however, residences that were 
flooded should exercise caution by 
boiling any water that will be drunk. 
The water in areas not flooded 
should be safe for drinking. 

* Extreme caution should be used 
in traveling the streets of Elba until 
the extent of the damage caused by 
the flooding can be determined.

When Beaver Dam Creek broke 
through the levee and flooded 
downtown Elba Sunday morning, 
several people were trapped and 
had to be rescued by large trucks or 
boats. 

Stan Marsh tells a 
scary story of what 
happened after his 
vehicle stalled Sunday 
morning in the onrush- 
ing flood waters. When 
he and his wife were 
leaving his downtown 
office with cars loaded 
with insurance records, 
they unknowingly 
drove right into the 
rush of flood waters. 

He tells of wading 
back to the house of the 
late Mrs. Oscar Vaughan Sr., get- 
ting on the porch and breaking a 
window to get inside, thinking he 
was entering a two story house, 
Somewhere in the ordeal he was 
joined by two women - he thinks 
they were from Montgomery. They 
begged him not to break the win- 
dow, saying, “Surely mister, the 
police will put us all in jail.”

Edward Horstead, who was 
Tyson's 17-year-old brother, 
drowned. So did Tyson’s daughter,

“I was in the car and the water 
was up to here,” she said, holding a 
finger under her chin, “I didn’t 
know what to think.”

She said she never worried that 
the rescuers wouldn't pull her out.

Thinking it was impossible for Elba to be hit by 
another major flood this soon after the 1990 disaster, we were 
shocked almost beyond belief Sunday morning that while watching 
Whitewater Creek & Pea River, Beaver Dam Creek roared in from 
the backside and flooded downtown Elba again. It broke in almost 
exactly at the original creek bed taken away when the canal was dug 
and the levee originally constructed, following the 1929 flood, It 
was already a given that Riverview, parts of Brookdale and much of 
Mulberry Heights were going under water, but the downtown flood- 
ing caught us and the rest of Elba by utter surprise. 


Tragically there were also two deaths in Elba, both from flash 
flooding before the levee break. 


As is obvious by now, this newspaper has again risen above the 
adversity. This time every piece of computer equipment was lost to 
the flood waters and in just days a cooperative effort has recreated 
the electronic marvel which generates today’s newspapers, pulling 
bits and pieces of equipment from every nook and cranny. 


We had countless offers of help, both brain and brawn, as it 
became obvious the flood waters had again taken everything. Word 
has reached us of many more who wanted to give offers of help, but 
could not make personal contact. On the technical side our loyal 
staff had to have outside help. The load fell on our regular comput- 
er supplier, Graphicom, a Columbus, GA, computer firm which spe- 
cializes in MacIntosh computers; and our darling daughter, Michele, 
who has literally moved in with us, has written some stories, made 
some pictures and taken charge of the new computers, the four 
“loaners” from friends and a million other things which needed 
doing. She told the computer guys what was needed, even before 
getting to Elba and we have jokingly said she spent $20-$30,000 of 
our money like it was chicken feed. (Actually, we have no clue what 
the cost of all the new stuff will be once the invoice is typed out) 
Rick and Larry, the Graphicom guys, scoured the Southeast to find 
the many pieces of techanical computer components we had to have, 
drove hundreds of miles and stayed long past their legal (or moral) 
obligation to any customer, They even said “We will all worry about 
the money later!” This combination of professionals can obviously 
master any computer problem. 


It is humbling to realize how many good people there are in this 
world and that so many of them are right here around Elba, AL this 
week.

Chris waded in with his careless dad in that dan- 
gerous Sunday morning situation, Eric waded in with me Monday, 
in awfully cold water, to get much needed things for this week’s 
paper ... some did stay above the waterline this time. Both boys are 
wringing their hands right now wanting to do more. Then of course 
there is Michele, who put her University of Alabama schooling and 
11 years of journalism experience to full use getting out the paper. 
She knows what needs doing, and often has it done before most of 
us even realize the need. 


Our plans are to hang around somewhere until the building dries 
out.: We have already contacted our 1990 remodeling contractor and 
got on his list to fix our building. Folks, we prayerfully promise to 
be hére with you as long as God stays with us.

All four floods, ‘75, ‘90, ‘94 &

This reporter is becoming all too 
familiar with floods. 

In 1975, areas outside the levee 
protecting the downtown area of 
Elba were flooded by the Pea River 
and Whitewater Creek. 

The areas suffering the most 
damge in that high water were Smith 
Avenue and Riverview Subdivision 
located in the northeast part of Elba. 

Then, in 1990, the 18-plus inches 
of rainfall north of Elba caused the 
mighty Pea River and Whitewater to 
once again go on a rampage. 

As the flood waters made their 
way toward Elba, Whitewater Creek 
became a river and breeched the 
levee, allowing the flood waters to 
flow inside the levee, flooding 
downtown Elba for the first time 
since the ‘29 flood 

The °90 flood caused total devas 
tation to the downtown area as well 
as the outlying residential sections of 
town on both sides of the Pea River 

In 1994, the southwest portion of 
Elba (Newtown and Putnam Street) 
was flooded due to local rainfall and 
drainage back-up, 

A new pumping station was 
installed (installation finished just a 
few weeks ago) as a measure to pre- 
vent this happening in the future, It 
happened again! 

The flood of 1998 not only saw 
the Pea River and Whitewater Creek 
surpass flood stage but also Beaver 
Dam Creek joined the “party.” 

In’ past floods, Beaver Dam ha 
risen but not nearly to the degree that 
it did on Sunday, 


‘98, have had their own personality. 
None has been exactly like the other. 

This flood, ‘98, came suddenly! 
True, it had been raining for several 
days and the Pea River and 
Whitewater Creek were being care- 
fully monitored. 

However, Beaver Dam Creek rose 
with a vengence and flowed into the 
northwest side of Elba causing the 
levee to fail. The rest is history. 

Finally, with firsthand knowledge, 
this reporter would like to commend 
the emergency personnel (law 
enforcement, fire and emergency 
medical personnel) in Elba, Coffee 
County and from the surrounding 
communities. 

Under adverse conditions and 
with very little time, numerous lives 
were saved; however, the two lives 
that were lost were far too many. 

Emergency personnel - one and 
all - have done, and are continuing to 
do, an outstanding job of protecting 
lite and property in Elba,

The rains had fallen all night at a 
steady, but not torrid, pace, City 
crews had been up all night watch 
ing the situation. About 2 a.m. the 
newly installed pumps were started 
to expel rain which had fallen with- 
in the watershed which feeds direct- 
ly into the part of Elba behind the 
levee, Workmen were worried for a 
while because these pumps seemed 
to be losing the battle with the 
influx of water. Before daylight, 
water had already gotten into the 
law offices G. A. Lindsey built to 
replace the his office which washed 
down the river in the flood of 1990 

However, shortly after daylight, 
workmen began to see some results 
and water which filled the down- 


town streets began to drain off 


toward the low area between 
Putman and the levee where the 
pumps were installed. That hope 
that maybe some relief was coming 
didn’t last long, as the levee break 
on the west side of town poured 
countless gallons of water into town 
in a matter of minutes, 

Many people were trapped in the 
onslaughter, and dozens of automo- 
biles were unable to be driven out 
because they stalled in the rising 


water. This included a couple of 


police vehicles, a bus, the fire 
chief’s car, an ambulance and an18- 
wheeler. The driver of the 18 wheel- 
er, Johnny Manning, stopped to 
assist the stalled ambulance, which 
was trying to transfer a patient from 
Elba General Hospital to an 
Enterprise hospital. Ironically, 
Manning was attempting to haul 
furniture removed from two homes 
when his vehicle was caught in the 
rising waters. 

Officials were keeping a close 
check on Pea River, which had 
already been predicted to peak 
higher than it did in 1990 and high- 


er than the Elba levee. Many of 


those caught in town when the levee 
broke were also watching this and 


felt they had a reasonable amount of 


time to salvage their possessions. 
When the onslaught was over and 

Beaver Dam back in its banks 

rolling calmly to the ocean, down- 


town Elba had five or six feet of 


water sitting in homes and business- 
es, and rescue workers were motor- 
ing up and down the streets in boats 
plucking stranded people from atop 
cars, houses and anything else one 
could find which was higher than 
the rising water level. 

That was early Sunday afternoon, 
but it took the water until 
Wednesday to get out of all the 
homes and businesses. The draining 
was delayed, or reduced to the work 
of the two flood pumps, because of 
the continuing rise of Pea River and 
Whitewater Creek, as water from 
these watersheds rushed to Elba, en 
route to the Gulf of Mexico. The 
levee is equipped with flap gates 
which close as the river rises against 
them. They use the pressure of the 
river water itself to keep them tight- 
ly closed. These gates stay closed 
until the river level drops below 
them. That is when they resume 
serving as the normal drains for 
rainwater within the town proper. 

The river crested in Elba on 
Monday and began a slow drop 
back to its normal flow. A slight rise 
in the river stage gave a small scare 
to some and the rumor of this 
“burp” continued to circulate 
Tuesday afternoon, long after the 
trend had turned back downward. 

Five or six homes in Brookdale 
suffered flood damage, some more 
extensive than others. All of the 
Brookdale subdivision, south of 
town, is outside the levee. Some of 
the Brookdale flash flooding comes 
from Two Mile Creek, which makes 
up the Southern border of the subdi- 
vision. Riverview subdivision, east 
of town and on the banks of the Pea 
River, is also outside the levee. 
Riverview homes get pounded ever 
time there is high water. Smith 
Avenue comes out of downtown 
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The fire chief’s car was submerged in the flood waters just behind the Elba Pubic 
Library. Fire Chief Lloyd Driggers abandoned the car 
and caught a ride out in a large truck. 


with Whitewater to its west and the 
Pea River to the east. Thus many 
homes on this street share the 
pounding of Riverview homes. 

A section of homes right 
outside the levee on the west of 
town and adjoining (or are a part of) 
Mulberry Heigths also get water 
regularly. Theirs usually comes 
with little warning from the flash 
flooding caused by the major culprit 
of this disaster, Beaver Dam Creek. 

Volunteers were working fever- 
ously Sunday morning to remove 
the household goods of those in the 
most immediate danger of getting 
hit by the rising water. City hall 
workers were phoning for addition- 
al trucks and personnel to get the 
belongings out as fast as possible. 
They were dividing those which did 
arrive, to insure all sections of town 
got an equal share of help. 

That unannounced surge of water 
is also responsible for the drowning 


deaths of the teenager boy and 4- 
year-old girl, both trapped in a vehi- 
cle. The car’s driver, Tanya Tyson, 
explained she “topped the hill” 
actually the levee crossing on 
Taylor Mill Road ... and was in the 
water before she saw it. That fast 
rushing water, “a wall” one witness 
said, grabbed the small car and 
pushed it into the ditch. Only quick, 
tisky efforts by bystanders saved 
the other three occupants of the car. 

The local chapter of Red Cross 
had already set up two aid shelters 
before daylight, when it became 
apparent from National Weather 
Service and local authorities that 
there would be some displacement 
of people by the heavy rains. They 
initially set up at the First Assembly 
of God on Highland Ave and at the 
Elba Elementary School. Both sites 
were later consolidated at the 
school and it was still in operation 
at press time Tuesday night.
